The entire family gets 
together for a huge dinner, eaten 
between 10 p.m. and midnight. 
Typically, families eat seafood, ham 
and other great things typical of the 
holiday season like turron, a dessert. 

December 25 is not particularly spe-" 
cial, she continued. “People don’t 
have to work, but it isn’t so much a 
family day. You can go out with your 
friends. 

“Christmas day for us is not the day 
for giving presents,” Huelves said. 
“Instead we do this om January 6, 
Three Wise Men day. On this day, 
presents are given to the chridren 
signed by the Three Wise Men. They 
would never receive a present from 
their sister or aunt. And presents. 
aren’t normally given between 
friends.” 

In Spain, the children don’t believe 
in Santa Claus, rather in los Tres 
Reyes Magos, the Three Wise Men, 
Huelves said.

Sundays before Christmas, he contin- 
ued. “We light candles each Sunday. 
This is called Advent and it is like a 
count down to Christmas.” 

To celebrate on Christmas Eve, the 
entire family gets together — aunts, 
uncles, cousins, grandparents, he con- 
tinued. They eat a big dinner of her- 
ring, salmon and rice pudding. 

Then they dance around the tree and 
sing Christmas songs, Karn said. 
Then Jultonten comes, the Swedish 
equivalent to Santa Claus. The father 
or a neighbor knocks on the front 
door dressed as Jultonten and asks if 
there are any good children there. He 
comes in, sits down and calls the 
children up one by one. He asks them 
if they have been: good and gives 
them presents, he continued. 

After all the children have their pre- 
sents, they can open them. Swedish 
children typically believe in Jultonten 
until the age of 10. 

“On Christmas day, we normally go 
to our neighbors and give. presents,” 
Karn concluded. 

People in Africa are also getting 
ready for the holiday season. 

In Zaire, children in elementary 
school make their own creche (nativi- 
ty scene). of paper or clay. “In my 
country, the creche takes the place of 
a Christmas tree,” said Big 
Musungayi, a graduate student from 
Zaire getting a masters in comparative 
literature. 

Because Zaire is composed of about 
60 percent Catholics, many people go 
to Midnight Mass on Christmas Eve, 
he continued. 


Christmas in Zaire and in the United 
States is similar. It’s a big celebration 
with a big dinner, he said. _ 

“Our Santa Claus is called Saint 
Nicholas, but he is exactly the same 
as your Santa Claus,” Musungayi 
said. 

“One thing that we have that isn’t as 
common here is the tombola,” he con- 
tinued. “It is a drawing or a raffle for 
gifts. If you have the matching num- 


_ ber, you win a gift.” 


Further east, Christmas is very 
American and very commercialized in 
Japan. 

Christmas music from Europe and 
the United States can be heard in the 
streets everywhere and Christmas 
trees are in department stores, said 
Yuko Shimba, a UVSC sophomore 


' from Japan. 


Many Japanese families, though less 
than the majority, decorate Christmas 
trees, said Masami Seki, a UVSC 
freshman from Japan. Trees are deco- 
rated only two or three days before 
Christmas. 

“Even Shintoists and Buddhists cel- 
ebrate Christmas, but just for fun, not 
for religious reasons,” Shimba said. 
“On Christmas Day, we have work 
and school because it is not a national 
holiday.” 

“The Japanese don’t think about the 
meaning of Christmas,” Seki said. 
“They don’t talk about Christ — it is 
celebrated just for fun. And the 
younger generation celebrates it more 
than the older generation.” 


For the children, presents are put 


beside them on their pillow, not under

Shuttle commander Richard Covey planned to fire 
a small burst from the ship’s smallest jets to move 
the ship away from the panel, leaving it one of 
6,700 pieces of space junk tracked by the North 
American Aerospace Command. 

It was expected to slowly drop into the atmos- 
phere and burn up, a process that might take a year. 

Each day’s activities begin just when prime televi- 
sion time is over, unfortunate. timing for NASA 
because the action beamed from 360 miles above 
Earth in space is dramatic.

' The statewide poll of 604 adults was

A smaller majority, of 61 percent, 
said Cache School Superintendent 
Larry Jensen’s decision to cancel the 
season was appropriate. Thirty-six

Most public relations clients have 
no guarantees when paying for ser- 
vices, but one BYU student is trying 
something new. 

Ron Cook, a first-year graduate stu- 
dent, has started a public relations 
firm which charges its clients only if 
he successfully generates publicity for 


them. His approach is considered rad- . 


ical by several local industry mem- 
bers. : 

“I believe companies should only 
pay for results, not promises,” Cook 
said. 

“Tt’s a deal you just can’t beat,” he 
said. “Clients get the expertise of a 
public relations firm, but they don’t 
have to pay unless the firm gets 
results.” 

Cook works on commission. When 
a story is published, the client is 
charged for half the cost of an equiva- 
lent amount of advertising space. 

“It’s virtually risk-free,” Cook said. 
“Small businesses need the opportuni- 
ty to do press relations without having 
to cough-up 20 grand up front.” ~ 

Linda Walton, president of a local 
public relations firm thinks Cook will 
starve. 

“I’ve been in this business for 16 


. years and the local media isn’t always 


cooperative,” Walton said. “Many 
times the media will contact your 
sources and rewrite your press release 
and put their name on it.” 

“His premise is backward. News 
releases are worth more than advertis- 
ing.” 

Clients may need a different pre- 


-scription than Cook’s, Walton said. 


Cook said he’s charging people to 
get press attention and he’s not trying 
to make a full-fledged Dusines, 
tomorrow. 

Earl Biederman, managing editor 
for The Daily Herald, seems to agree 
with Cook. 

“PR people charge for their services 
at some rate,” Biederman said. : 
“T wish him luck.” 

Pat Paystrup, an assistant professor 
of communications at BYU, said 


Cook isn’t involved in public rela- : 


tions but “press agentry.” 
“Tt’s Neanderthal thinking that PR 


‘ equals published column inches.” 


“I fear his business is exchange 
rather than the management of rela- 
tionships,” she said. 

Laurie Wilson, associate professor 
of communications at BYU apiece 
with Paystrup. . 

“Bad approach. PR is not free 
advertising.” 

“Results can be measured in differ- 
ent ways,” Wilson said. “Did it influ- 
ence the behavior we’re trying to 
influence? Did it build bridges? Have 
we persuaded our public?” 

Cook’s approach is more similar to 
sales than public relations, Wilson 


_ Said. 


“People believe what they read in 


the newspaper, they don’t believe an - 


ad. I offer an understanding of how 


news organizations work,” Cook said. 


“T help businesses: find what they’re 
already doing that is newsworthy and 
facilitate reader interest,” he said. 

Cook’s business has been opened 
for about a month. He has no clients.

New conference discussed; 


BYU might be included

HOUSTON — Athletic directors 
from several Southwest Conference 
and Big Eight schools are discussing 
a new conference with membership 
conditions that could exclude up to 
four SWC schools, the Houston 
Chronicle reported Sunday. 

According to unidentified sources, 
the new. league would include: the 
Western Athletic Conference’s 
Brigham Young University, the Big 
Eight’s Colorado, Iowa State, Kansas, 
Kansas State, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma and Oklahoma State; and 
the SWC’s Baylor, Texas, Texas 
A&M, Texas Tech, Rice, University 
of Houston, Southern Methodist and 
Texas Christian. 

Btt the Chronicle reported that 
guidelines for the new league may be 
so expensive that four SWC schools 
— Houston, Rice, SMU and TCU — 
could be priced out of the competi- 
tion. 

However, members of this new 
league would be given several years 
to meet the requirements. 

“This is a solid option,” one athletic 
director told the newspaper. “I cer- 
tainly wouldn’t say it’s pie in the sky. 
It’s a viable option.” 

While discussions are in the prelimi- 
nary stages, more formal proposals 
could be prepared within the next 90 
days. 

“There will be a lot more discussion 
at the NCAA Convention,” one 
source said. “A lot of people think 
this is going to hit in February.” 

The NCAA Convention in San 
Antonio is Jan. 8-12. 

Those involved in the discussions 
deny that the concept is a merger. 


“This would not be a merger,” one

source said. “This would be a new 
league, not a merger of the two.” 

Several athletic directors insisted 
that the new league is just one option. 
SWC and Big Eight members, they 
said, still could consider an alliance 
between the leagues, membership in 
other leagues or the current format. 

By creating a new conference, how- 
ever, schools could establish member- 
ship criteria that could include stipu- 
lations about budgets, number of 
sponsored sports, minimum atten- 
dance averages and scholarship allot- 
ments. 

Those requirements could pose the 
greatest threat to Houston. Because 
Houston is a state school, it’s athletic 
department must be self-sustaining. 
Attendance for Houston is at its low- 
est peak since 1986. Average atten- 
dance this year was about 19,449, a 
19.7 percent decrease from last year. 

“We need to get more people 
involved, to increase our numbers 
dramatically,” said Bill Carr, 
University of Houston athletic direc- 
tor. : 

“There is the possibility of attrition 
before you get to the table, or even 
greater attrition after we get to the 
table. ... In my professional opinion, 
change is imminent.” 

Rice athletic director Bobby May 
says talk about a new league is “spec- 
ulation.” 

“People are talking about a lot of 
things,” May said.

PETALUMA, Calif. — A lone can- 
dle that burned in a window at Polly 
Klaas’ home was gone Sunday and 
the shades were drawn. Two months 
after her abduction at knifepoint from 
a slumber party, her body was found 
in a roadside thicket.. 

Sometime during the night, people 
started lighting candles in front of the 
headquarters for the search for the 
missing 12-year-old. By morning 
more than three dozen flickered in a 
chill wind, surrounded by flowers and 
plants in front of Polly’s picture. 

“There are a lot of broken hearts 
here,” said Gary Judd, one of the peo- 
ple who helped organize the wide- 
spread volunteer search effort for 
Polly. 

A Polly Klaas Foundation had 
helped spread word of the girl’s dis- 
appearance nationwide. Actress 
Winona Ryder, a native of Petaluma, 
offered a $200,000 reward. 

On Sunday, a team of FBI agents 
combed the area 30 miles north of 


town where Polly’s body was found , 


late Saturday. They looked for clues 
to how she was killed, who did it, and 
whether she was still alive when a 
suspect was briefly confronted by 
deputies about an hour after her 
abduction. 

A palm print found in Polly’s room 
that matched prime suspect Richard 
Allen Davis apparently persuaded 
him to help. authorities locate the 
body, FBI agent Rick Smith said. He 
would not provide any other details. 

“That was a very significant clue 
that led us to investigate further,” he 
said at the search site Sunday. 
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Polly Klaas’s body found 
two months after abduction 


Davis, 39, had not been charged, 
although authorities said they will 
pursue kidnapping charges early this 
week. 

Davis, a convicted kidnapper, was 
arrested Tuesday for violating parole.’ 
He is currently serving a 30-day sen- 
tence for drunken driving. 

Polly’s Oct. 1 abduction from her 
own bedroom, where she was having 
a slumber party with two friends, 
brought out a strong community reac- 
tion in and around Petaluma, a quiet 
farming community about 45 miles 
north of San Francisco. 

“We're all asking the questions. 
Why did it happen? Why Polly?” said 
Gary French, head of the Polly Klaas 
Foundation, the group that turned the 
search for Polly into a sophisticated 


. nationwide hunt. 


“Polly has become more than a 
neighbor in Petaluma. She has 
become America’s child,” her father, 
Mare Klaas, said in a statement. 

On Sunday, townspeople walked 
with sober expressions and churchgo- 
ers hugged and cried on street cor- 
ners.

“We did everything that was possi- 
ble to humanly do to find our little 
Polly,” he said, his eyes bleary. “I 
want to know why they paroled this 
person ... we have a right to know.” 

Police have released little informa- 
tion. This is what is known: 

Polly was kidnapped at knifepoint 
by a man who entered her bedroom 
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about 10:40 p.m., asked which of the 
three girls lived there and where valu- 
ables were kept. He bound and 
gagged the girls and told them he 
would slit their throats if they 
screamed. 

Petaluma police were called at about 
11 p.m. and about'a half hour later 
they called the Sonoma County 
Sheriff’s office. At 12:14 a.m., 
Petaluma police put out a teletype 
with descriptions. 

At 11:42 p.m., a woman had called 
the sheriff’s office to report a tres- 
passer just east of Santa Rosa, about 
20 miles north of Petaluma. Deputies 
responded and confronted Davis, 
whose car was stuck in a ditch. 

Suspicious deputies searched his car 
and checked to see if he was wanted. 
Finding nothing, they let him go min- 
utes later. 

If the deputies had been listening to 
a different radio channel, they would 
have heard about the kidnapping.

Winter weather hampers aid effort to Bos

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Bosnian 
government forces were under attack on three 
fronts Sunday as fog and ice virtually shut down the 
international aid airlift to Sarajevo for a second ‘day. 

U.N. officials said supporters of Fikret Abdic, the 
breakaway Muslim leader in the northwestern 
Bihac area, clashed with the Bosnian army in heavy 
fighting over the weekend. They could not confirm 
reports of casualties. 
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Abdic’s forces surprised the government troops 
by moving Saturday through Serb-held territory in 
neighboring Croatia, said Lt. Col. Bill Aikman, the 
U.N. military spokesman in Sarajevo. 

Aikman said it was “extremely unlikely” that 
Abdic’s forces could have moved through Serb- 
held Croatia without the collaboration of Serb 
forces. 

It was another sign of the increasing fragmenta- 
tion of the conflict, which began 20 months ago 
with Muslims and Croats allied against Serbs who 
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‘and another 2 million are homeless. Virtua 


went to war to oppose Bosnia’ S secessio 
Yugoslavia. 

The Muslim-Croat alliance collapsed in @ 
grab last May after the release of proposed m 
dividing the country into Serb, Croat and 
Muslim areas.
